MoKTiriLLO,  Jan.  0,1816. 

Sir — I acknowledge  with  pleasure 
your  letter  of  the  9th  December  last. 

Your  opinions  on  tlie  events  wliicli  have  ta- 
ken place  in  France,  are  entirely  just,  so  far 
as  these  events  are  yet  developed.  But  we 
have  reason  to  suppose,  that  they  have  not 
reached  tfieir  ultimate  termination.  There  is 
still  an  awful  void  between  the  present  and 
what  is  to  he,  the  laei  chapter  of  that  history ; 
and  1 fear  it  It  to  be  filled  with  ahommslions 
as  frigiitful  as  those  wliicli  have  already  dis- 
graced It.  That  nation  is  too  high  minded, 
has  too  much  innate  force,  intelligence  and 
elasticity,  to  remain  quiet  under  its  present 
compression.  Sampson  w'ill  arise  in  liis  streng'h 
and  probably  will  ere  long  burst  asunder  the 
cords  and  the  webs  of  the  Philistines.  But 
what  are  to  be  the  scenes  of  havoc  and  horror, 
and  how  widely  they  may  spread  between  the 
brethren  of  one  family,  our  ignorance  of  the 
interior  feuds  and  antipathies  of  the  country, 
places  beyond  our  ken.  Whatever  may  be  the 
convulsions,  we  caznot  but  indulge  the  pleas- 
ing hope,  they  will  end  in  the  permanent  es- 
tablisliment  of  a representative  government  j 
a government  in  which  the  will  of  the  people 
will  be  an  effective  ingi-edient.  This  impor- 
tant element  has  taken  root  in  the  European 
mind,  and  will  have  its  growth. 

The  tillers,  sensible  of  this,  are  already  of- 
fering this  modification  of  their  governments, 
iimler  the  plausible  pretence,  that  it  is  volun- 
tary  concession  on  xheir  part.  Had  Bonaparte 
used  his  legitimate  power  honestly  for  the  es- 
tablishment  and  aui'port  of  a tree  government, 

France  would  now  have  been  in  prosperity  and 
Test,  and  her  example,  operating  for  the  benefit 
of  mankind,  every  nation  in  Europe  would  e- 
ventually  have  founded  a government  over 
which  the  will  of  tlie  people  would  have  had 
a powerful  Control,  His  improper  conduct, 
however,  has  checked  the  salutary  progress  of 
principle  ; but  the  obiect  is  fixed  in  the  eye  of 
na’ions,  and  they  will  press  to  its  accomplish- 
ment, and  to  the  general  amelioration  of  the 
condition  of  mao.  What  a germ  have  the  free- 
men of  the  United  States  planted,  and- how 
faithfully  should  they  cherish  the  parent  tree 
at  home  ! (Jhagrine  and  mortification  are  the 
piini.ahments  ou."  enemies  receive. 

You  tell  me  1 am  quoted  by  those  who  wish 
to  continue  our  dependence  on  England  for 
msniifactures.  1 here  was  a time  when  I 
might  have  been  '-.o  qu-oted  wiih  more  candor 
But  within  the  thirty  years  which  have  .since 
elapsed,  how  are  cirtumstances  changed  ? We 
were  then  in  peace— our  independent  place  a 
mo'ig  nations  was  acknowledged.  A com- 
merce which  ofiei  r J the  raw  materials  in  ex- 
ch  inge  tor  the  same  material,  after  receiving 
till-  last  touch  of  industry,  was  worthy  the  at- 
tention of  all  nations. 

It  was  expected  that  those  especially  to 
w'  m manufacturing  indus'ry  was  important, 
w mld  cherish  the  friendship  of  such  cust  imers 
bv  every  favor,  and  particularly  cultivate  their 
peace  by  every  act  of  justice  and  friendship. 

Under  this  prospect  ’he  question  seemed  le-

Not- 
withstanding that  the  schooner  was  dis- 
masted, and  the  gun-boats  suffered  se- 
verely, we  arrived  safely  at  the  fortress  ol 
Bocca-Chica,  where  having  repaired  our 
flotilla,  we  put  to  sea,  without  liaving 
left  any  thing  of  value  or  utility  to  the 
enemy.  But  we  had  not  yet  arrived  at 
the  term  of  our  sufferings — a storm 
awaited  us  on  that  cruel  element,  where 
alone  we  expected  safety.  One  of  our 
vessels  was  upset,  and  more  than  one 
hundred  persons  were  the  victims  of  the 
tempest ; another  was  yet  more  unfortu- 
nate in  being  drifted  to  the  coast  of  Cuba, 
where  the  cannibal  Catalonians  will  have 
put  an  end  to  their  days  and  their  suffer- 
ings ; tin  ce  vessels  have  arrived  here  ; 
as  yet  we  know  nothing  of  the  remain- 
der. 

1 « In  the  midst  of  so  many  misfortunes, 

our  love  of  country  is  not  abated.  We 
begin  to  re-unite,  and  be  reanimated  — 
You  will  soon  hear  from  your  friends.- 
We  yesterday  received  news  from  the 
interior  of  New  Grenada  and  Venezuela 
The  Spaniards  are  on  all  sides  surroun- 
ded by  our  people.

Recent  advices  from  Wa.shington  announce, 
that  the  chevalier  De  Onis  has  made  a f Tmal 
demand  on  our  {Government  for  the  surrender 
uf  the  Floridas,  and  likewise  for  the  delivery 
of  fveneral  Toledo  and  his  associates,  in  order 
that  they  may  be  bro’t  to  condipn  punishment 
for  haviiifr  dared  to  promote  the  emancipation 
of  Mexico  from  the  thraldom  of  Spain. 

These  demands,  whether  viewed  separately 
or  connected,  are  to  be  considered  amonfr  the 
political  novelties  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

The  age  of  chivalry  is  about  to  commence 
Ferdinand  VII-  and  the  pope,  with  the  aid  of 
the  inquisition,  are  about  to  establish  their 
supremacy  in  the  new  as  well  as  in  the  old 
world.  Bulls  and  expeditions  against  the 
heretics  of  South  .America  and  Mexico,  are 
becoming  as  fashionable  as  during  the  reign  of, 
Charles  V' ; and  if  we  are  to  judge  from  the 
lofty  ground  taken  by  the  chevaVier  Onis,  it  is 
presumable  that  Ferdinand  means  to  take 
under  his  holy  protection  a portion  of  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States.  After  we  give 
up  the  Floridas,  I suppose  the  next  question 
will  arise  as  to  the  validity  of  our  holcjing 
Louisiana,  because  as  it  is  the  order  of  the  dav 
among  the  potentates  of  Europe,  to  undo  all 
that  France  has  done  since  Louis  XVI.  was 
deposed.  Spain  conceives  that  she  has  a right 
to  require  the  restitution  of  a territory  which 
ahe  consented  to  part  with  during  the  moments 
of  her  imbecility,  but  which  she  may  now 
deem  essential  for  the  dignity  and  integrity  of 
the  Spanish  monarchy.  Waving  every  discus- 
Sion  tor  the  present  on  these  point’s,  let  us 
take  .s  cursory  view  of  the  demand  for  the 
persons  of  general  Toledo  and  his  associates. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  Mexican  em.nire  have 
been  struggling  for  some  years  past  to  emanci- 
pate themselves  from  the  most  galling  oppres- 
sion that  ever  afflicted  any  portion  of  the 
human  race  : they  have  so  far  succeeded  as 
to  spread  the  spirit  of  resistance  against 
Spain  from  one  extremity  of  the  empire  to 
the  other.  Hitherto  they  have  had  no  effec- 
tive assistance  from  the  United  States  or  any 
other  quarter  ; they  have  been  literally  with, 
out  arms  or  munitions  of  war,  without  discip- 
line or  organization  j and  yet  with  all  these  : 
disadvantages,  and  notwithstanding  the  ac- ' 
counts  that  have  been  published  in  the  city  of* 
Mexico,  at  Havana  and  Cadiz,  of  ten,  twenty,! 
and  thirty  tbotisand  rebels  being  slam  in  bat-  j 
tie,  we  find  that  these  rebels  have  bG-en  gradu-| 
ally  augmenting;  that  they  have  formed  a^ 
social  edifice,  elected  representatives  from  the 
greater  portion  of  the  empire  ; that  their  con- 
gress is  new  securely  holding  its  session  in  the 
heart  of  the  country  ; that  the  republican 
armies  have  invested  or  taken  possession  of 
many  important  places  in  the  interior  ; that  the  1 
communication  between  the  cities  of  Vera  j 
Cruz  and  Mexico  is  frequently  interrupter!  by 
the  republicans,  and  that  the  royal  forces  in 
the  city  of  Mexico  are  obliged  to  remain  in 
the  cityfor  its  protection,  it  being  well  under 
stOG'd  that  if  the  troops  were  only  a few  d.ivs 
absent  from  the  place,  the  viceroy  w.nihl  be 
depvised,  and  the  b.inners  of  independence 
Wave  on  the  turrets  of  that  city  I have  gis’en 
this  statement  of  the  sitiutinit  of  things. fp.»m 
daia  I believe  to  be  correct,  and  with  a view 
of  inspiring  the  hopes  of  those  who  unite  in 
the  feelings  and  sentiments  .f  the  writer  on 
this  interesting  suhfvct.  Much  bs.  been  said 
about  hostile  combinations,  and  of  the  tbou- 
santis  and  tens  of  thotisahds  of  American  citi- 
zens that  had  joined  the  Mexican  revolution- 
ists, 4nd  no  doubt  the  Spanish  minister,  con- 
suls, and  all  those  W’ho  were  hostile  to  tjie  in- 
dependence of  Mexico,  have  made  ridicul.  us 
and  exaggerated  representations  t'l  the  govern- 
ment of  the  U.  States  *in  this  subject ; but  the 
fact  is,  and  much  do  T regret  it,  that  the 
Mexicans  have  not  as  yet  received  from  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States  any  thing  that 
merits  the  appellatiG>n  of  succour  either  in 
men,  muskets,  or  munitions  of  war.  Some 
two  or  three  hundred  adventurers,  many  of 
them  desperate  in  circumstances,  and  des- 
titute  of  military  knowledge,  and  perhaps  a 
few  hundred  inutile  muskets,  is  about  the 
whole  assistance  they  have  as  yet  obtained  from 
our  countiymen.  Had  it  been  otherwise,  that 
is  to  say,  if  two  or  three  regiments  of  our  citi- 
zens, conducted  by  good  officers,  had  co  ope- 
rated with  the  Mexican  patriots,  the  destinus 
of  Mexico  would  have  been  fixed  long  before 
this  time.  But  I do  still  hope  (and  shall  re- 
joice at  the  event)  that  the  conduct  of  the 
Spanish  cabinet  in  reviving  a contr'.versy 
either  about  the  Fbiridas  or  Louisiana,  may 
enable  our  government  to  d.'part  from  'hat 
system  of  apathy  which  we  have  hitherto  ob- 
served towards  the  struggles  of  the  Mrkicari 
patriots,  and  that  in  place  of  proclamati  uis 
trom  our  executive,  cautioning  our  ritizens 
•gainst  enrolling  themselves  under  the  banner* 
Ot  Mexican  independence,  they  will  be  i rited 
and  encouraged  by  our  government  to  an  un- 
dertaking congenial  to  the  feelings  of  every 
genuine  American,  and  deeply  interesting  to 
the  future  glory  and  prosperity  of  ou'  coun. 
try. 

When  we  reflect  that  in  our  struggles 
against  oar  mother  country,  we  dispatched  our 
Jays  and  our  Franklins  to  implore  the  aid  of 
men,  money,  arms  and  ships  from  the  nations 
of  Europe,  and  when  we  reflect  that  during 
that  struggle  our  beloved  Washington  was 
denounced  as  a rebel  and  a traitor,  when  .lames 
Madison  and  his  compatriots  were  all  included 
in  the  British  anathemas  ; when  we  reflect  on 
those  solemn  facts,  we  ought  not,  nay  we 
cannot  without  incurring  il,e  opprobrium  of 
apostaey,  view  with  indifference  the  efforts  of 
our  Mexican  brethren  to  shake  off  the  chains 
of  Spanish  tyranny. 

1 he  cause  of  .Mexico  is  not  strictly  analo- 
gous to  our  revolutionary  straggle,  that  is  to 
say,  our  former  colonial  government  and  the 
blessings  we  then  enjoyed  made  our  political 
situation  a paradise  w’hen  comnared  to  the 
horrors  & outrages  under  which  the  Mexican 
population  have  been  groaning  for  more  than 
three  centuries  ; and  shall  it  be  recorded  on 
the  page  of  American  history,  that  our  g'lvern- 
raent,  our  statesmen  and  our  citizens  not  only 
turned  a deaf  ear  to  the  supplications  of  the 
Mexican  patriots,  but  in  reality  palsied  their 
exertions  by  a course  of  measures  calculated 
to  make  every  friend  to  the  cause  hesitate  as 
to  the  opinions  he  advanced,  or  the  steps  he 
might  feel  disposed  to  take  in  their  favor  ? 
tor  my  own  part  I never  have  hesitated  nor 
ever  will,  in  the  open  avowal  of.  my  feelings 
and  opinions  on  this  subject.  The  tight  of 
expatriation  is  given  me  by  the  constitution  of 
my  Country  ; nor  is  there  a single  clause 
therein  that  authorises  an  inquisitorial  scrutiny 
s*  to  what  country  I may  feel  inclined  to  re 
move,  or  under  what  banners  I may  enrol 
myself  in  anotlier  nation,  (notwithstanding  the 


opinion  of  some  learned  men  to  the  contrary,) 
much  less  would  I feel  any  hesitation  when 
my  object  was  to  rally  round  the  standard  of 
freedom,  and  to  assist  in  the  emancipation  of 
SIX  million  of  my  fellow  creatures  from  tyran- 
nic oppression  Under  these  circumstances  1 
feel,  I hope,  as  every  American  ought  to  do,  a 
sentiment  of  contempt  and  indignation  at 
the  demand  or  requisition  of  the  chevalier  de 
Onis  for  the  persons  of  gen.  Toledo  and  his 
associates.  General  Toledo  is  an  officer  in  the 
service  of  the  American  patriots,  and  there  is 
likewise  in  this  place  a minister  from  the  con 
gress  of  Mexico,  going  to  lay  his  credentials 
before  our  government. 

These  individuals  are  attempting,  as  is  their 
duty,  to  render  the  cause  of  Mexico  popular 
in  our  country  ; they  wish  the  aid  of  our  g»v. 
eniment  and  our  citizens  towards  accomplisli 
iiig  their  object  ; they  have  a right  to  pursue 
rvery  legal  means  to  effect  that  object ; and  in 
fact  they  are  attempting  to  do  neither  more  or 
less  than  as  before  observed,  our  Franklins  and 
our  .lays  succeeded  in  doing  fnr  our  countrv 
during  our  stnigglra  for  independence  ; they 
are  under  the  safeguard  of  our  laws,  and  to 
them  only  are  they  amenable — and  as  res- 
pects their  associates,  that  is,  any  of  my  own 
countrymen  who  are  the  advocates  tor  the 
freedom  of  Mexico,  or  who  contemplate  per- 
sonally assisting  the  cause,  I trust  they  will 
find  ill  the  arrogant  demand  of  the  chevalier 
de  Onis,  a new  motive  for  every  legal  and  hon- 
orable exertion  in  favor  of  the  independence 
of  the  Mexican  empire.

I lake  the  liberty  of  making  known  to  you 
th ' particulars. 

In  the  afternoon  cf  that  day,  when  abreast  of  ( 
Aniier,  as  we  closed  with  this  brig,  -vhich 
appeared  evidently  to  l>e  a vessel  of  war,  and  1 
completely  prepared  for  action,  her  command.  J 
er  haileel,  and  asked  if  I knew  that  there  Was 
a peace!  I replied  in  the  negative — directing' 
him  at  the  same  time  to  haul  his  colours  | 
down,  if  it  were  the  c.ase,  in  token  of  it — ad- 
ding, that  if  he  did  not,  I should  fire  into  him 
This  being  refused,  one  >t  the  forward  guns ; 
was  fired  at  her,  which  was  immediately  re- 1 
turned  bv  a broadside  from  the  brig ; our  | 
broadside  was  then  discharged,  and  his  colours  I 
were  struck,  after  having  six  Lasears  killed, 
and  seven  or  eight  wounded  .As  we  had  not 
the  moat  distant  idea  of  a peace,  and  this  ves 
sel  was  but  a sh  rt  distance  from  the  fort  of 
Anjier.  I considered  his  assertion,  coupled 
with  his  arrangement  for  action,  a finesse  on 
his  nart  to  amuse  us,  till  he  could  place  him 
self  under  tlie  protection  of  the  fort.  A tew 
minutes  before  coming  in  contact  with  the 
brig,  two  boats  con'.aining  the  master  attend- 
ant at  Anjier,  and  an  officer  of  the  army,  came 
on  board,  and  as  we  were  in  momentary  ei- 
1 pectation  "f  firing,  they  were  with  their  men 
passed  bel  >w,  1 concluding  that  they  had  been 
misled  by  the  British  colours,  under  which 
we  had  passed  up  tlie  Straits.  No  questions, 
in  consequence,  were  put  to  them,  and  they 
very  i‘i  properly  oihitted  mentioning  that 
peace  existed.  The  next  day,  after  receiving 
such  intelligence  as  they  had  to  communicate 
on  this  subject,  (no  part  of  which  was  official) 

I gave  up  the  vessel,  first  stopping  her  shot 
holes,  and  putting  her  rigging  in  order. 

I am  aware  that  I may  be  blamed  for  ceasing 
hostilities  withGiui  more  authentic  evidence 
that  peace  had  been  concluded  ; but  1 trust, 
sir,  when  our  distance  from  home,  with  the 
little  chance  we  had  of  receiving  such  evi- 
dence,  are  taken  into  consideration,  I shall 
not  be  thought  to  have  decided  prematurely.
